People were running in all directions as heavy fighting 
was heard in several districts of Bujumbura, particularly 
the volatile central Bwiza District and Kanyosha in the 
south. 


The Tutsi-dominated Army had early Friday sealed off 
the Kanyosha district after launching a major search 
operation for “armed Hutu bands,” which was said to 
have caused many casualties according to unconfirmed 
reports.

Things are said to have started with shooiing in the 
Bwiza and Buyenzi Districts in Bujumbura. People in 
the neighboring Nyakabiga and (Jabe) Districts then 
became worried. People in the city center had the same 
reaction: Shops were closed hurriedly, civil servants 
looked desperately for means of getting home, and panic 
seized hold of almost the whole town. 


Peoples’ fears were greatly increased when telephone 
lines were cut in many parts of the capital. Some people 
are asking themselves whether this is a sign of an 
impending attack, while others wonder who might 
launch such an attack. The fact remains, however, that 
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peace is far from being restored. It can be noted that some 
political officials are trying to adopt a certain position, but 
the security situation continues to deteriorate. 


Some of these politicians are suggesting that a state of 
emergency should be declared, or an exceptional situa- 
tion [etat d’exception], while others maintain an obser- 
vant—or perhaps conniving—silence. [passage omitted] 


[Announcer] Regarding the material damage which can 
be seen, Christophe, it is worth noting that, according to 
a well-informed source, the office block accommodating 
the Frodebu [Front for Democracy in Burundi] party 
headquarters has been set ablaze.

The aim of the attack was to eliminate Tutsi students but 
the Army intervened in time. 


President Ntibantunganya went this morning to Giheta, 
a commune in central Burundi, to commission the first 
results—100 houses—of the country’s reconstruction 
program. On that occasion, Mr. Gabriel Sinarinzi, the 
new interior minister, made a peace call, calling on the 
people to listen carefully to Ntibantunganya’s speech. 
and reiterating the government’s commitment toward 
restoring peace in the country at all costs. 


‘Many’ Reported Killed

Many people were killed and several houses burned in 
successive attacks by armed members of the Hutu ethnic 
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group in the Burundian capital on 24 March. In Musaga 
and Kanyosha, two districts in the southern part of the 
capital, attacks by armed Hutus started on 22 March 
with attacks on military positions, and Musaga civilians. 
So many people were killed in the military counterat- 
tack—the number is not known—that the Hutus threat- 
ened not to bury the bodies to draw international and 
public attention to the act. 


More serious was the attack in Bujumbura yesterday at 
1600 on Buyenzi Military Barracks, including the Spe- 
cial Research Bureau. Heavy gunfire lasted for one hour 
Causing panic among the urban populatic . and leading 
to an immediate halt to work in all sectors of the capital. 
According to a Hutu woman living in the area, who 
called us this morning during the attacks, a Hutu faction 
has resolved to kill—with guns or knives—the Tutsis on 
three streets of Buyenzi District. Soldiers killed many 
Hutus, especially around the local market, and the 
surrounding area, when they beat back and searched for 
the attackers right inside the city. 


In Bwiza, a densely populated district in the center of the 
town which was attacked on 22 March, and in which 
mostly Tutsis were killed by armed gangs, Tutsi armed 
militia took advantage of the confusion to take revenge 
by attacking, looting, and burning an unspecified 
number of houses belonging to Hutus.

Official Threatens To Arm Hutus

director in the Office of the President of the Republic of 
Burundi, Mr. Mames Bansubiyeko, the former head of 
the security agency, went to Buyenzi zone in central 
Bujumbura this morning, where he gathered around 50 
young people from his Hutu ethnic group, and threat- 
ened to arm them so as to fight Tutsi militia and the 
security forces. According to observers in Buyenzi Dis- 
trict, the director took them to the apostolic nuncio’s 
office in Bujumbura escorted by his personal guards, a 
group of soldiers, and followed by Tutsi militia who 
booed Mr. Bansubiyeko, calling him a criminal, and who 
threatened to throw an explosive at his men. 


Tutsi militia remained around the apostolic nuncio’s 
office under tight police surveillance, while the young 
Hutus sat on the lawn in the apostolic nuncio’s com- 
pound looking noticeably tired. Police circles said this 
afternoon that, in fact, the young men are assailants who 
had run short of ammunition. They had attacked Buy- 
enzi Camp yesterday and killed many Tutsis in their 
houses and in the streets. The Tutsi youths finally threw 
a grenade near the apostolic nuncio’s office without 
killing anyone, ABP reporters said. 


It is worth noting that a major in the Burundian Army 
put the number of victims in the Buyenzi confrontation 
at 40 dead, and around 10 injured. Tutsi youths have 
consistently been trying to fight Hutus in Bwiza District 
since six Tutsis were killed there two days ago. Taking 
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advantage of yesterday’s confusion, they burned down 
houses which were still on fire this afternoon. A large 
number of policemen were present to stop this state of 
affairs. 


The Buyenzi people are at peace bu’ they are still in a 
state of panic, and many Hutus and Zairians are fleeing 
toward neighboring Zaire, 25 km from Bujumbura. 


Ntibantunganya Condemns Violence

The president, however, still believes in peaceful ethnic 
cohabitation if the administration services, the justice, 
and security forces work together correctly. He also 
indicated that he had met with the prime minister, the 
home affairs minister, the head of intelligence, senior 
military officials to tackle the unrest at the University of 
Burundi. At the end of that meeting, the president 
promised that the state will do whatever it can to put an 
end to the violence caused by the armed groups. He is 
convinced that those who are perpetrating insecurity in 
the country are working against the state and [words 
indistinct]. He also asked such people to help the admin- 
istration, and the security forces prevent those wrong- 
doers from hiding among innocent populations. 


Gunshots are still being heard at Bwiza [Bujumbura 
district]. The parliament speaker and the prime minister, 
who were going there to see what happened last night, 
had to leave without delivering the message due to 
gunshots. 


Frodebu Calls For Foreign Aid

Today, the criminal activities have reached their climax, 
nearing genocide, with the latest massacres of the people 
of Kanyosha, Bwiza, and Buyenzi districts in the Bujum- 
bura mayorship, and in many areas of the countryside. 


We would like to inform the entire population and, in 
particular, Frodebu activists that the party’s national 
headquarters was looted, ransacked, and burned on 24 
March at around 1530 by criminal militia in the pay of 
enemies of democracy. 


In the face of such . situation, Frodebu demands the 
following: 


1. The Burundi Government should tell the Burundi 
people and the international community that the 
Burundi State is no longer capable of fuliy providing 
security for all the citizens and foreigners living in 
Burundi, and that consequently it asks for immediate 
help from the international community in the field of 
security to avoid disaster. 


2. Frodebu warns all those who continue pretending that 
all of Burundi’s problems must be solved by Burundians 
themselves, because, currently, it is clear that those who 
support this thesis are among the sponsors of the current 
massacres, and would like to continue working in secrecy. 


3. Frodebu wishes to reiterate that it supports the gov- 
ernment policy on disarming civilians and militia who 
illegally possess firearms. However, it denounces segre- 
gationist disarmament consisting of disarming one tribe 
to arm the other so that it can exterminate the previous 
as is the case today. 


4. Frodebu urges the National Assembly to summon the 
prime minister to explain if his message to the nation on 
20 March was not likely to lead to the massacre of 
innocent people during the disarming of civilians and 
militias as was the case in Kanyosha, Bwiza, Buyenzi, 
and elsewhere. 


5. Frodebu demands that the government ensure the 
return of equipment and goods stolen from its national 
headgq :arters, the immediate allocation of another head- 
quarters to enable it to continue working like all the 
other parties, and the identifying, trying and sentencing 
of those guilty of this infamy. 


6. Frodebu calls upon the people, particularly its sup- 
porters, not to fall into the trap the enemy is relentlessly 
setting for them to find a pretext for exterminating them. 


President Declares ‘War’ on Armed Groups

president of the republic of Burundi, Mr. Sylvestre 
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Ntibantunganya, made a declaration of what he called 
“war” against armed groups and their silent partners 
[commanditaires] who are sowing chaos, terror, and 
death in the country on Burundi national radio and 
television (RTNB) on Saturday [25 March] evening—a 
declaration which is also “a message of mobilization” 
calling on citizens of good faith to join forces against the 
forces of evil. 


President Ntibantunganya called on all people in posi- 
tions of responsibility in the country to turn words and 
wishes into action. He called on the government and the 
security forces to disarm all armed groups from the two 
political families [as received] without further ado and 
declared that the government would spend a month in 
the country interior, mercilessly tracking down crimi- 
nals, looters, and arsonists. 


President Ntibantunganya said he was indignant to see 
Bujumbura, the capital of Burundi, in the process of 
becoming an ethnically divided town [une ville ethnisee] 
as shown by the fact that several hundred Hutus and 
foreigners, in particular the Hutus’ allies, had taken the 
path of exile either into the interior or toward neigh- 
boring Zaire. 


These measures, which have the support of the pnme 
minister, the minister of the interior, and of public secu- 
rity, the chiefs of staff of the army and of the gendarmerie, 
the leaders of the political parties of Uprona [Union for 
National Progress], ABASA [Burundi-African Alliance for 
Salvation], RADDES [Rally for Democracy and Economic 
and Social Development], INKINZO [Guarantor of the 
Freedom of Speech in Burundi) and the mayor of Bujum- 
bura come at a time when armed Hutu groups have 
committed abuses followed by acts of repression on the 
part of the security forces and major acts of revenge by 
Tutsi militia groups.

[Hirsch] The security forces, dominated by the Tutsi 
minority, are believed to have killed many Hutu resi- 
dents of Bwiza and Buyenzi, two districts in the center of 
Bujumbura. Survivors say there had not been any attacks 
from Hutu extremists in these districts which might have 
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justified the intervention of the security forces. The head 
of the Burundi president’s office, a Hutu, has accused the 
police forces of carrying out the killings. It is believed 
that the commander of the police forces does not have 
control over his troops any longer. Listen to the reaction 
of Police Chief of Staff Sebastien Barahebura: 


[Begin Barahebura recording] [Words indistinct] as soon 
as we can no longer control the troops. I do not totally 
agree with him. So, what I agree about is the fact that 
violent acts have been committed. Checking on troops 
[changes thought] we must await the results of the 
ongoing inquiries. We will then be able to come to a 
decision. If someone is guilty, they are going to pay for it.

President Assails ‘Balkanization’

[FBIS Transcribed Text] [Mapangou] Mr. President, 
good morning. 


{[Ntibantunganya] Good morning. 


[Mapangou] Recent events in your country are a source 
of concern for the international community and Burun- 
dians as well. You have just followed the report of 
desolation given by Celsius Seginova, our correspondent 
on the spot. The situation is still confused with its litany 
of deaths and exodus of people, mostly Hutus. Mr. 
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President, is there a net improvement in the situation in 
Bujumbura since this morning? 


{Ntibantunganya] There is a certain lull here in Bujum- 
bura following the difficult nights we have had recently. 
We have indeed had the international media reporting 
Black Friday. This was effectively a reality since, except 
for 25 March, residents of the capital, especially those in 
Bwiza and Buyenzi, woke up to a serious insecurity 
situation. In Buyenzi District alone, about 150 people 
were killed during the night. I should also mention the 
houses burned down in Bwiza District, a district which 
was being attacked for the umpteerth time. Not only was 
fire set to the majority of houses in this district but there 
was also looting. The houses that were looted and burned 
belonged to Hutus. 


[Mapangou] How do you explain this sudden outburst of 
violence, whereas for a time there was belief in the return 
of peace to Burundi? 


{[Ntibantunganya] That, I have always explained politi- 
cally. All the efforts being made are not shared by all. 
There are certainly groups here in Bujumbura who want 
the situation to worsen so that at a point they will declare 
themselves redeemers and agents of peace. I believe that 
one cannot look for the reason elsewhere. It is a well 
established stage-by-stage destabilization process which 
consists of refusing the political consensus we reached by 
signing the governance agreement. 


[Mapangou] Mr. President, do you think the state has the 
means to identify those responsible for this violence 
because there is a confusion ‘setween Hutu or Tutsi 
militias and the army itself? 


[Ntibantunganya] I think the logic of destabilization, 
which we have had since 2! October 1993, consists of 
hampering the state and preventing it from obtaining the 
means to ensure peace and security in the country. In the 
light of what we see, the means are not lacking, but it 
remains to be seen if these means have the will or the 
desire to be used for stabilization. I think the means are 
torn between the logic of following state instructions and 
following certain groups and individuals or policies. 
That is where our problem lies. If not, we have a legal 
apparatus, the police, the Gendarmerie, and the Army, 
which visibly can come up with results, but I have the 
impression that at times there is conflict. 


[Mapangou] Mr. President, I must say that, several Army 
members who are most often identified as being respon- 
sible for violence go unpunished. Are you hostage to the 
Army? 


[Ntibantunganya] impunity is a real natioral problem, 
which does not affect only soldiers but the entire Burun- 
dian society. One observes that there are crimes com- 
mitted since 1962, practically since independence, which 
have gone unpunished. So there are people who would 
like Burundi to remain as it is, without change. These 
people, together with other groups, can sign a pact. It 
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must be stated that Army members participated in the 21 
October 1993 coup in which President Ndadaye was 
killed. It can, however, not be said that only Army 
members participated in this act. There are also those 
behind the act and their political patrons. So it is an area 
that concerns al!. 


{[Mapangou] Mr. President, does this new outburst of 
violence which suddenly seized your country not make 
you fear today the repetition of what happened last year 
in neighboring Rwanda? 


[Ntibantunganya] That is an aspect to which peaceful 
minds in Burundi have always tried to draw the atten- 
tion of Burundians and the international community. 
There is indeed a certain logic developing, comparable to 
the logic that led to the Rwandan genocide, which leads 
to similarities. One sees a country faced with problems of 
passage from one epoch to another. Then there is also an 
instrument, here the governance agreement, to which 
practically all the partners appended their signatures but 
which poses problems of implementation. In the 
Rwandan situation the Arusha Accord was not imple- 
mented. Today in Burundi the governanace agreement 
has been signed, but visibly some would vote for its 
nonimplementation. There are also armed groups, orga- 
nized militias. Today one sees the same thing in 
Burundi. There is also a tendency toward ethnic 
cleansing. All that constitutes a reality with which we 
must absolutely wrestle. 


[Mapangou] Do you not fear for your life today when 
one knows that your wife died in 1993 as a victim of this 
same violence? 


[Ntibantunganya] There are some who even say that Mr. 
Ntibantunganya is under a suspended death sentence, but 
as I always say, politics is fatherless. One goes into it 
without foreseeing the constraints. One must stand firm so 
that even if there are difficulties they will not overcome 
men and dominate their strengths. I belong to this group of 
men who dare confront the problems as they come. 


France Evacuates Citizens

Thousands more residents fled the Burundian capital for 
Zaire Sunday amid fears of an ethnic bloodbath, and 
officials in Kinshasa said the exodus had now swelled to 
35,000. 


Zaire, already sheltering 1.1 million Rwandan refugees 
from ethnic bloodletting in Rwanda last year, meanwhile 
said it was considering telling the United Nations it had 
exhausted its capacity to take in any more people from 
Burundi. 


France announced 1: would evacuate 150 French women 
and children from Burundi within the next three days 
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but for the moment had no plans to bring home all 500 
French nationals living here. 


France and Belgium, which has 900 citizens in the small 
central African country, have advised their nationals 
however to “come home early for the Easter holidays.” 


Hundreds of cars, minivans, taxis and bicycle-drawn carts 
crowded the road from here to the Zairean border, while 
other refugees fled by boat across Lake Tanganyika. 


On Saturday some 20,000 Burundian Hutus and other 
Africans fled Bujumbura’s Buyenzi, Bwiza and 
Kanyosha districts, where scores died in ethnic clashes 
on Friday. 


But on Sunday residents started to flood out of the 
northern districts of Kamenge and Kinama after reports 
that five Hutus were beaten to death Saturday night near 
an army post. The army is dominated by the minority 
Tutsis. 


Bodies still lay in the streets of Buyenzi and troops were 
out in force. 


Near the market, where many more bodies lay about, 
young men wearing gloves were moving them and sol- 
diers prevented journaiists from approaching the site. 


“We're afraid of what may happen tonight,” a priest 
said, adding that residents believed shots fired from 
army posts, apparently to intimidate, could be the pre- 
lude to a wider campaign to chase Hutus out of the 
capital. 


“The army is against the Hutus and for the Tutsis,” one 
resident said. 


In Kinshasa, the Zairean official in charge of humani- 
tarian aid for the refugees, Mutiri Wa Bassara, said 
35,000 people from Burundi had flooded into the Uvira 
region of eastern Zaire since Friday. 


He said between 15,000 and 16,000 more refugees 
arrived Sunday, in addition to the 19,000 who fled there 
from Friday to Saturday night. 


Half of those fleeing were Zaireans, while the rest were 
Burundians, mainly Hutus, and nationals from other 
African countries, he said. 


Earlier the official said Zaire would inform the UN 
Monday that authorities in the region where the refugees 
have fied to no longer “has the capacity to receive new 
refugees.” 


But he later said a decision to tell the UN Zaire would 
refuse further refugees was “under study.” He said Zaire 
did not envisage “closing the border” with Burundi but 
was concerned that they might stay on long-term. 


However the border on the Burundian side was sealed 
off late Sunday morning, according to the UN High 
Commissioner for Refugees, although the agency was 
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unable to say whether this was temporary, to better steer 
the flood of fleeing people, or permanent. 


Hubert Edongo, UNHCR delegate for central Africa, 
told AFP refugees were being taken care of “in good 
conditions” in Zaire. 


Edongo said many refugees told UN workers they had 
fled for safety, but would return if the situation in 
Burundi improved. 


The e.odus began following clashes in Bujumbura that 
the army blamed on extremists, who in turn blamed the 
military. 


Military sources put the death toll of two days of clashes 
at 25, but Hutus who fled the worst-hit districts, which 
are closed to the foreign press, have spoken of a massacre 
and say that hundreds may have been killed. 


The army says it intervened to connter attacks by armed 
bands of Hutu extremists but the Hutus deny this. 


On Saturday, Africans of other nationalities outnum- 
bered Burundi refugees, but Sunday almost all those 
fleeing were Hutus, according to police, who were stop- 
ping vehicles three kilometers (two miles) from the 
border. 


At the Vatican, Pope John Paul II called Sunday for an 
end to the use of force in Burundi and urged “dialogue as 
the only means of obtaining a future of stability and

Some 20,000 Hutus had fled other Bujumbura districts 
of Buyenzi, Bwiza and Kanyosha, where scores died in 
ethnic clashes, but feared they would be chased also out 
of Kamenge and Kinama, their last bastions in the north 
of the city. The central market opened up, albeit with few 
traders. However, Hutu farmers arrived in the city 
Monday preparing to sell their products. 


The situation remains tense. People are surprised by the

opened his shop near the market but does not believe n 
the tentative return to calr. “Things aren't good ...

Some 23,000 Bujumbura inhabitants, around half of 
them Zairean nationals, have fled to Uvira in eastern 
Zaire, since Friday, the UN High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR) reported.

The exodus from Bujumbura began following clushes in 
the city that the army blamed on Hutu extremists, who in 
turn accused the military.

Mr Mufamadi and Commissioner Fivaz were trying to 
mislead the public in an attempt to justify their actions 
and she had therefore issued instructions for them to be 
sued for damages. Mrs Mandela said she was suing THE 
SUNDAY TIMES for the “lie they persist to publish” on 
the Lavanos matter. 


Mrs Mandela said she had received messages of support 
for her right to defend herself against the campaign 
against her from Pan Africanist Congress leader Clar- 
ence Makwetu, Inkatha Freedom Party leader and Home 
Affairs Minister Mangosuthu Buthelezi and from a 
number of “ordinary” Afrikaners. She had been “pleas- 
antly surprised” at the extent of messages from Afri- 
kaners who had stated they stood by her right to redress 
what was being done to her as they realised the same 
could be done to them.

Dissatisfaction was still evident, particularly among 
youth, who were currently very restless at universities 
and technikons. “Nothing has changed. In fact your 
struggle seems much worse than it was before, when the 
fight was against the Boers.” Mrs Mandela asked the 
people to register for the local government elections, 
because “this was the only way they could remove 
Deputy President F W de Klerk and his National Party” 
and have the ANC run this country.

“We loved you, don’t abuse our love!” Mr Sexwale said 
without naming the person he was referring to. 


“We trusted you, don’t take advantage of us! You once 
led us properly, don’t attempt to mislead us! Counter- 
revolution is born out of such scant regard for elected 
leadership. Don’t push us too far.” 


Mr Sexwale said the country and its people could not 
allow any individual to defy the president. 


“Many of us were in exile and prison, and we cannot 
afford to see the president, whom we so love, under- 
mined.” 


The judgment on such people would be very hard, he 
said. 


“If you fight Mandela, you are declaring war on the 
people.” 


ANC Proposals Ignore IFP Federalist Demands

posals for SA’s [South Africa] final constitution which 
make no concessions to the Inkatha Freedom Party’s 
federalist demands and may encounter resistance from 
ANC-led provincial governments. 


The proposals, in a document called Building a United 
Nation, are to be tabled at the ANC’s constitutional 
conference, scheduled for March 31 at the World Trade 
Centre in Kempton Park. Delegates at this crucial gath- 
ering will finalise the party’s constitutional stance for 
negotiation in the Constitutional Assembly. 


On the issue of central and provincial government pow- 
ers—at the heart of the battle between the ANC and 
Inkatha—the document envisages a restricted legislating 
role for the nine regions, in return for a greater regional 
say on national “framework” legislation through the 
Senate. 


It lays heavy stress on the need to build national unity 
and minimise regional conflict which, it says, the current 
system promotes. It calls for government to be brought 
closer to the people, but says this can best be achieved 
through effective and accountable administration. 


“The final constitution should have the basic feature 
that practical administration be increasingly devolved 
to...provincial governments as administrative capacity 
grows, while the weight of legislative activity remains 
with the national level of government,” it says. 


The document rejects Inkatha demands for “‘subsidiar- 
ity’—where the central state enjoys only the powers 
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lower levels of government cannot exercise—saying this 
implies “provincial autonomy is a self-evident virtue”. 


The document lists 11 powers which central government 
and the provinces would exercise concurrently: provin- 
cial economic affairs, agriculture (excluding forestry and 
water affairs), environment and conservation (excluding 
national parks), education (excluding universities and 
technikons), cultural affairs, health, welfare, local gov- 
ernment, housing, provincial planning and public works, 
and provincial transport and roads. Policing and tradi- 
tional authorities—flashpoints between Inkatha and 
government—are not listed. As in the interim constitu- 
tion, the central state will have overriding power in all 
areas of concurrency where national standards, eco- 
nomic policy, health and security interests are at stake. 


But the document adds a new category of laws on which 
the central state would have an override: those estab- 
lishing ‘a national framework for the delivery of services 
or management of institutions”. 


The provinces’ role would be to supplement national 
framework legisiation. The document lists no exclusive 
provincial functions, arguing that exclusivity will consist 
in administrative implementation of national laws. 


However, the ANC envisages changes to the Senate that 
give regions a greater say at the centre. It proposes that 
provinces and the national Cabinet each send five dele- 
gates to the Senate, which could veto or review national 
laws affecting the exercise of provincial competencies. 


The document is silent on voting in the Senate, which 
would presumably be by straight majority. ANC control 
of most of the provinces would ensure its dominance of 
Senate proceedings. 


In financial and fiscal matters, the document opposes a 
“rigidly divided system between national and provincial 
levels of government”. Taxes, except those designated 
provincial by national law, would be collected by the 
central state and allocated to other levels of government. 


Other key proposals departing from the interim consti- 
tution include: 


—Provision for Parliament to be elected partly by pro- 
portional representation and partly by constituency. 
Parliament would be made up of 200 or 150 constit- 
uency MPs and the same number elected by propor- 
tional representation; 


—An end to enforced coalition government; and 


—A Bill of Rights which, “where appropriate”, would 
apply “horizontally’—between citizens—as well as 
vertically between citizens and the state. 


IFP Criticizes Proposals

constitution amounted to a “constitutional coup d'etat” 
which set the scene for the establishment of an autocratic 
regime in SA [South Africa], the Inkatha Freedom Party 
(IFP] charged yesterday. 


Inkatha was reacting to a document, “Building a United 
Nation”, drawn up by the ANC’s constitutional com- 
mittee for discussion at the party’s upcoming constitu- 
tional conference. A slap in the face for Inkatha’s federal 
programme, the proposals envisage a system under 
which parliament would bear the brunt of lawmaking, 
with the provinces largely administrative organs. But the 
Senate would be more representative of regions and 
could veto some national legislation. 


Expressing its “astonishment, concern and utmost con- 
demnation”’, Inkatha said the proposals violated the 
constitutional principles agreed on before the general 
election. These required that the final constitution would 
not give the provinces substantially inferior powers to 
those they currently enjoyed. 


“The area of competei:e of the provinces has been 
dramatically reduced, and within such area of reduced 
competence, all the legislati\.* »owers have been obliter- 
ated,” it said. 


The ANC was looking to give the majority in Parliament 
“unabridged and potentially unlimited power’, under- 
mining the principle of a constitutional state in which the 
constitution was the supreme law of the land. By contrast, 
a true federal system in SA would segment political power 
so as to control it through checks and balances. 


Inkatha said that under the ANC’s proposals, provincial 
law-making powers “would be in the form of subsidiary 
bylaws which would be adopted only within the provi- 
sions of necessary framework legislation”. 


Central government overrides over regional laws had 
been greatly broadened. The ANC proposal would 
reverse the onus of proof in regard to which law predom- 
inated, which currently favoured the provinces. Stripped 
of its legislative powers the fiscal autonomy of the 
provinces would also disappear. 


“Any type of policy formulation at provincial level 
(would be) totally impossible. Significant political power 
will remain exclusive prerogative of central government, 
and provinces will be mere organs of administrative 
decentralisation.” 


Inkatha said the proposals camouflaged the emascula- 
tion of the Senate, which would have a subordinate role 
in formulating framework legislation on the few area of 
provincial competence. “The Senate will have no powers 
in relation to all other essential aspects of national 
legislation.” 


Provincial Ministers Criticize Budget Allocations

finance ministers yesterday slammed the allocations to 
provinces in the 1995/96 national Budget. 


Addressing the joint parliamentary finance committee, 
Western Cape finance minister Kobus Meiring said the 
allocations were “‘unrealistic”. His province was likely to 
register a shortfall close to R1 bn [rands] over the coming 
financial year. 


Gauteng announced earlier this week it faced a potential 
R1.2bn in underfunding. 


Eastern Cape finance minister Shepherd Mayetula said 
this year’s allocation from central government covered 
only consumption expenditure in the province. It still 
owed the Development Bank of SA [South Africa] 
R16.6bn, R9.9bn of which accrued from the former 
homelands of Ciskei and Transkei. It had also inherited 
a R400m ove.draft, costing R50m a year in interest. 
Capital expenditure in the province would be impossible 
without additional funds. 


“‘When we try to moan, people high up are sympathetic 
but nobody is doing anything,” he said. 


Meiring said the Western Cape’s shortfall was the direct 
result of inadequate funds for education and health in 
the province. Either central government should provide 
additional funds and bridging finance or jobs would 
have to be sacrificed. 


“We will not be able to balance our books unless we...let 
people go.” 


Western Cape education minister Martha Olckers said 
her department faced a shortfall of R639m while the 
province’s health minister, Ebrahim Rasool, said the 
—_ deficit for his department was an estimated 
R143m. 


North-West finance minister Martin Kuscus said central 
government allocations had not been based ‘‘on the real 
needs of the provinces”. The North-West expected a 
budgetary shortfall of R426m for the 1995/96 financial 
year. The expectation that the province would generate 
R1.8bn through its own revenue was “absurd” and 
“defied logic”. 


Gauteng, which was a far richer province, was expected 
to generate R826m in own income from sources such as 
motor vehicle licences and horse racing taxes. 


“There is a total distortion of what we could generate in 
own income,” Kuscus said. 


In the Budget, central government increased overall 
provincial allocations by 14.6 percent to R66.4bn, or 43 
percent of total expenditure. The spending Budget as a 
whole rose by 9.5 percent, in line with expected inflation. 


Gauteng’s allocation rose by less than 2 percent, while 
the Western Cape fared a little better at 8.6 percent. 
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In contrast, the Free State cnjoyed a 17.5 percent 
increase, the Eastern Cape 16 percent and KwaZulu/ 
Natal 15 percent. Off a far smaller base, the North- 
West’s allocation rose 38 percent and the Eastern Trans- 
vaal 63 percent. 


Black-Colored ‘Tensions’ in ANC Noted

{[FBIS Transcribed Text] Tensions between coloureds and 
Africans within the ANC in the Western Cape are paral- 
ysing the movement and jeopardising its chances of 
regaining political ground in the local government elec- 
tions. 


Western Cape ANC leader Reverend Chris Nissen was to 
meet President Mandela on Tuesday, but this was post- 
poned. The Western Cape ANC’s provincial executive 
committee (PEC) was to debate the issue on Thursday. 


In the Western Cape—like Natal, a Cinderella region 
where the ANC is not in power—the ANC faces specific 
challenges if it is to make any gains in the local govern- 
ment elections. While racism is a nationwide phenom- 
enon, it’s thrown into sharp relief in a region where 
coloured people are in the majority. 


Analysts believe success at the polls will depend on the 
ANC’s ability to win votes from working and middle- 
class coloured people. This would mean redeveloping its 
activist base in coloured areas. But coloured activists say 
they find themselves up against a body of African 
opinion which thinks differently. 


There is an attitude that under apartheid, coloured people 
were treated better by the National Party [NP] government 
in terms of the provision of housing, schools and other 
services, said a senior ANC member. Africans have very 
high expectations now that the ANC is in government and 
want the focus of RDP [Reconstruction and Development 
Program] delivery to be in African areas. 


“There is also confusion over affirmative action. The 
line pushed is that people must accept that coloured 
people were privileged under the old regime and that 
jobs must go to Africans.” 


“We are dealing with an assumption that coloured 
people sold out to the NP—even coloured people are 
blaming coloured people for losing the Western Cape for 
the ANC. 


“Nobody wants to polarise things further. But people feel 
there is total amnesia of the role played by coloured people 
during the struggle, when they led the campaigns in the 
Western Cape, and who are now feeling marginalised.” 
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Another source said seasoned coloured activists were 
leaving ANC structures. “It’s an indication of the prob- 
lem,” the source said. “People can’t get anything done. 
There are groups of people in the organisation who won't 
talk to each other. No headway can be made in terms of 
organising in coloured areas. The organisation is paral- 
ysed and what lies at the heart of it is this ongoing feud.” 


These tensions are compounding organisational weak- 
nesses—caused largely by the haemorrhage of veteran 
activists to government posts. “There is a leadership gap. 
People on the PEC do not have the depth of experience 
the structure once had. In the branches, the executives 
also lack experience. There is a great need for political 
education,” a source said. 


Another source said the ANC in the region split into two 
broad camps over where to put the emphasis in the 
national election campaign. A decision from headquar- 
ters that there be one broad message—a better life for 
all—did not wash well with coloured activists who felt it 
would not work, especially once the NP began to capit- 
alise on coloured fears that an ANC vote would see their 
homes taken over. Efforts to counter this propaganda by 
deploying people in coloured communities raised ten- 
sions among African activists competing for cars and 
other resources during the campaign. 


A source said there was a small cabal within the region 
pushing a brand of African populism, who were manip- 
ulating politics to the detriment of the organisation as a 
whole. 


Another source said there was talk of establishing a 
coloured congress within the ANC. “There is an 
informal coloured caucus in the region. People are 
opposed to the idea of a congress—if we define the ANC 
as non-racial, how do we justify a movement within it 
defined racially?” 


Last month, in a move which drew the attention of both 
President Mandela and Deputy President Thabo Mbeki, 
the ANC’s Youth League in the region split along racial 
lines. Ten of 18 interim branches walked out of the 
annual general meeting, saying they were being margin- 
alised. They have launched a new body, the Community 
Youth Movement, which is not antagonistic to the ANC, 
but raises the same problem. 


“If you launch yourself in opposition, how do you 
transmit the nonracial message to encourage people to 
vote ANC?” an ANC member asked. 


A paper prepared at the request of the tripartite alliance 
and now circulating for discussion, suggests the ANC 
commission a poll to test where the organisation stands 
before launching its local government election campaign. 


It notes that, while the ANC’s core support in the African 
community remains firm, “the hard reality is that we 
appear to have made no headway, and indeed may well 
have lost ground in the coloured community. 
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“There are no signs of coloured workers now coming on 
board and some middle class supporters may well be 
drifting away. The extreme fears and racism evident at 
the time of the election may be dissipating as people 
adjust...to majority rule, but there is little evidence that 
our nonracial message is gaining credibility”. 


The document notes that the ANC, as it goes into local 
government election may confront a consolidation of 
“coloured ethnic nationalism”, with people organising 
on an ethnic basis to fight for their own interests. 


A neo-Labour Party was launched in the region late last 
year; more recently, the Coloured Liberation Movement 
for the Advancement of Brown People was formed. The 
strength of these movements has yet to be proven, but 
backs the view of some analysts that coloured people 
voted for the NP because there was no other viable 
choice. 


For the ANC, the document notes, the emergence of 
coloured ethnic nationalism could foster an African 
populism emerging in reaction. This, says the document, 
would involve people who felt there was no point in 
trying to win support in the coloured community and 
that efforts should be concentrated instead on furthering 
the interests of African communities, likely to be side- 
lined by the NP-led provincial government. 


“The emergence of such a tendency would, of course, 
reinforce the fears and perceptions underlying coloured 
ethnic nationalism, which would, in turn, fuel Africanist 
populism—thereby creating a vicious cycle, whose main 
victim would be non-racialism.” 


The document warns that if the ANC found itself 
trapped in such a cycle, it would—given the demo- 
graphic realities of the province—condemn the ANC to 
the position of permanent opposition. 


Another challenge it identifies is that likely cuts to the 
Western Cape budget could be seized by opponents to 
attack the ANC-led national government for being “anti- 
Western Cape”’. 


“This will pose the challenge to us of finding ways to 
represent the interests of the province without becoming 
even greater provincial chauvinists than our opponents,” 
it says. 


The document urges that key constituencies be identified 
in the coloured community. These would include trade 
union members, many thousands of whom voted NP 
even though they were members of COSATU [Congress 
of South African Trade Unions] unions—and would 
require strengthening COSATU in the region. The fact 
that the federation was “‘not in good shape” in the region 
“must surely be a matter of concern to the whole 
alliance”, the document says. 


Another target group would be “middle-class profes- 
sionals, teachers and religious personalities”, receptive 
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to the ANC during the general election but “now prob- 
ably drifting away”. The reasons for this had to be 
examined—teachers and health workers could be con- 
cerned that budget cuts would lead to redundancies. 


“I don’t think there is an easy solution,” a senior ANC 
member said. “The ANC’s national conference could not 
resolve the national question, when it was resolved that 
the strategic focus would be on the emancipation of the 
black majority—but the African people in particular.” 


A Western Cape delegate to the conference said: ‘“‘We sat 
there and felt we were invisible. Coloured participants 
felt they’d be committing political suicide if they spoke 
out. If we’re to build non-racialism we need a clear 
programme. We can’t continue at a level of discourse 
where jealousy between the race groups is the issue. The 
need for a special task force on the Western Cape and 
Natal has been identified at national level—but nothing 
has materialised.” 


Nissen said this week: “For the first time we are going to 
talk about this problem in an open way—the problems 
affecting the region and specifically the issue of per- 
ceived racism.” 


The perception that coloured people had “sold out” had 
to be corrected, while coloured fears also had to be 
addressed without alienating the African community. 


““We have to deal with the issue of race and examine our 
own fears and prejudices. It’s the responsibility not only 
of the ANC but of the Government of National Unity 
and every citizen. 


‘Apartheid has left us all with racist baggage. There’s 
racism not only between Africans and coloured people 
but within the coloured community itself. It’s along the 
lines of, if you’ve got straight hair and a light skin you 
can marry my daughter. But if you’ve got peppercorn 
hair and a dark complexion you’re not welcome. The 
more we talk about it, the better chance we'll have of 
dealing with it.” 


ANC MP and Regional secretary of the SACP [South 
African Communist Party] in the Western Cape, Phillip 
Dexter, said: “The ANC is the only viable political 
organisation to challenge the NP for power. None of the 
problems are insurmountable—we believe the ANC is 
the true political home of the coloured people. 


“The issue is being discussed within ANC and Alliance 
structures. The SACP endorses the discussion taking place 
and wants to see it continue because it’s constructive. 


‘The question is are we organised, have we the people to 
do the work and do we have a coherent political strategy? 
The answer is yes.” 


New Colored Resistance Movement Formed

not end when Nelson Mandela was freed. Our struggle is 
against a new form of slavery which hangs over us like a 
black cloud,” is how Mervyn Ross explains the Kleurling 
Weerstandsbeweging vir die Vooruitgang van Bruin- 
mense [Colored Resistance Movement for the Advance- 
ment of Brown People] (K WB). 


Some wuuld say Ross, 33, has turned 180 degrees on his 
student and trade union activism of the 1980s, when he 
joined the then banned ANC, and that the month-old 
movement he now leads is an absolute denial of the values 
of non-racialism and democracy he once fought for. 


Some would even go as far as to say the KWB is just 
another hue of Eugene Terreblanche’s far-right and sim- 
ilarly-named Afrikaner Weerstandsbeweging [Afrikaner 
Resistance Movement] (AWB). 


Indeed, the likeness goes further than just the name 
(which in both cases have no movement-sanctioned 
English translation). For starters, there is the leaders’ 
powerful rolling Afrikaans rhetoric, liberally sprinkled 
with terms like “volk” [people] “verraaier” [traitor]. 


In both, there is a sense of consolidation of a volk on a 
hostile continent, where recognition of that volk’s ethni- 
cally distinct nature, with own culture, language and 
land, is the only guarantee against the rapacious hordes 
without, and the traitors within. 


For both, the affirmative action which they see as a 
government-dictated strategy to advance others at the 
expense of their own people, and the loss of the land that 
is their birthright, are their strongest rallying points. 


Ethnicity is nothing the KWB shies away from. “We 
want brown people classified as an ethnic group, part of 
the native population,” says Ross. And he fetches his 
people’s roots from way back in history, and traces how 
their common identity was forged and maintained by 
resistance to outside interference. 


‘““We were the first to have fought against colonialism; it 
was the Khoisan, our ancestors. Where was the black 
man then?” 


Black Africans, maintains Ross, were as much colonisers 
as whites from Europe—and now the brown people have 
to defend their own against these new intruders. “The 
black man only came 600 years ago, over the whole of 
Southern Africa, if you study your history. They are 
settlers, and the most recent settlers in the Western Cape. 
We will not allow it. They have a policy of oorvat en 
afvat (conquer and take).” 


And so, the bitterness is tactile when Ross talks about the 
way his people have been “sold out”. First there are the 
two big parties: the one which he and many coloured 
people had helped in its battle against apartheid; the 
other which had promised deliverance to coloured 
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people in last year’s elections and which built its Western 
Cape power base on coloured support. 


Both have let his people down, says Ross: ““Where are 
FW de Klerk’s promised checks and balances? De Klerk 
is a traitor; he sold out us brown people; he sleeps with 
Nelson Mandela in the same bed. 


‘And we say Mandela is one of the greatest racists. After 
the elections he called brown people and Indians traitors. 
If that is not racism, I don’t want my name.” 


More bitterness is reserved for the Labour Party and its 
role at the multiparty negotiations. ‘““We will not forget 
the Labour Party’s treason. Those people were not there 
as brown people, but as agterryers (valets) for the NP 
[National Party] and the ANC.” 


The same status, that of agterryer, is accorded coloured 
figures who chose to become part of the ANC establish- 
ment: the Jakes Gerwels, the Alan Boesaks and the 
Franklin Sonns. 


But the KWB has a softer side, and one gets the impres- 
sion Ross’ new struggle means to him an extension of his 
fight against apartheid, rather than a call for apartheid 
anew. 


Personally, he sees no similarities with the AWB: “The 
(white) Afrikaner was never in history oppressed and the 
victim of racism. We as brown Afrikaners suffered for 
three hundred years under racism. That is exactly why 
the KWB was formed, to oppose the racism of the NP 
and the ANC... 


“I have a background of struggle against apartheid and 
racism. I fought against white domination and racism, 
and will fight equally hard against black racism. The 
brown people’s struggle did not end when Nelson Man- 
dela was freed...” 


When Ross sees affirmative action that benefits the 
Aarker shades of black above brown, or when he sees that 
land restitution will have a cut-off date of 1913—‘that’s 
when black people lost their land, while in the 1600s and 
1700s the brown people’s land was taken from them”— 
he feels his people are still the target of racism. How 
then, can his own and the KWB’s struggle be termed 
racist? 


One clear dissimilarity to the AWB is the KWB’s avowed 
commitment to non-violence. “We are opposed to any 
form of violence,” says Ross, but warns South Africans 
to expect “mass action, passive resistance and occupa- 
tions; these things will be the order of the day”.

Backing the U.S.’s motion will be the power blocs of the 
international big league: The European Union, the 
Organisation for Economic Co-operation and Develop- 
ment, the Eastern bloc and Australia and New Zealand. 


Opposing the motion will be the bulk of the 109 mem- 
bers of the Non-Aligned Movement, set up during the 
Cold war as a refuge for small countries which did not 
want to be aligned with either the U.S. or the Soviet 
Union, and now looking for a new role.

As the only country to have developed and forsworn a 
nuclear capability, South Africa can speak with a 
uniquely powerful moral voice.

But military analyst Brigadier Bill Sass, of the Institute 
for Defence Policy, has cautioned South Africa against 
confronting the U.S.

“I think South Africa will have to back down if the U.S.

The 25-year-old treaty controlling the development and 
spread of nuclear weapons technology is the touchstone 
of global peace. It has 171 signatories.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] The collapse of the Soviet 
empire has left the world more or less at the mercy of the 
United States, a nation which has shown itself ready, in 
pursuit of its own interests, to kidnap a foreign head of 
state (from Panama), to invade small nations (Grenada 
and Haiti) or to conduct total war on a scale hitherto 
imagined only in science fiction (Iraq). The Americans, 
as D H Lawrence once suggested, may be the most 
dangerous people on earth. 


That is why South Africans need to think very carefully 
before taking on the role of the mouse that roared, and to 
confront or oppose the United States over the extension 
of the nuclear Non-Proliferation Treaty. It may be true 
that the United States uses the treaty to strengthen its 
own grip on nuclear power and on the economic fruits of 
a nuclear near-monopoly.

tempt. It may be true that nuclear disarmament, by 
excluding the great powers and the United States in 
particular, can become the instrument of American 
global hegemony. 


But whether South Africa [SA], economically backward, 
politically fragile and enfeebled by the Mad Hatter 
policies of the Nationalists, should try to play Don 
Quixote is another matter entirely. 


President Clinton has personally asked for President 
Mandela’s support, and the sensible way to deal with 
that request is to mislay the letter, plead incompetence, 
appoint a committee, seek consultation and redraft posi- 
tions—until it no longer matters. To go to direct oppo- 
sition, as South Africa seems set to do, is to take 
unnecessarily dangerous risks. As a German central 
banker once remarked, to co-exist with the United States 
is like sharing a lifeboat with an elephant. It takes 
infinite caution simply to survive. 


In any event, the time has come for South Africa to 
reassess its foreign policy with great care. President 
Clinton is not alone in seeking to capture President 
Mandela’s extraordinary moral standing for his own 


purposes. 


Taiwan, for example, has been working, much less one- 
sidedly, to win Mr Mandela's blessing for its new democ- 
racy, believing that South Africa is the key to its accep- 
tance by the rest of the world and, perhaps, as a member 
of the United Nations. 


The campaign for South African friendship, pursued 
from Taipei with intelligence, persistence and subtly, 
poses for South Africans an essentially moral choice:

Australia and Chile, both thriving modern 
economies, have expressed an interest in an association 
of southern hemisphere states; there is talk of an assoc!- 
ation of Indian Ocean states; the Organisation of African 
Unity, like the wider movement of non-aligned states, 
casts South Africa as potential leader. 


Behind all this jockeying lies a perception, very widely 

held, that South Africa’s transition to democracy is a moral 
umph in a world that is seen, despite the liberation of 
idreds of millions of people from socialist bondage, as 
siding into cynicism and conflict. 


South Africa has acquired unusual moral weight and 
foreign leaders have perhaps been quicker than South 
Africans to recognise that morality may be used as an 
instrument of national policy.

This, together with President Mandela’s huge stature, is 
clearly a national asset, to be used in the interests of the 
nation, and perhaps in the interests of the community of 
Third World nations to which we now belong.

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We are in the process of collating it, and we do intend to 
approach the Cameron Commission soon regarding 
prima facie views we have following our trip. 


He confirmed that their intention to go to the commis- 
sion implied evidence of Armscor involvement in the 
arming of the loyzlist paramilitaries, which have been 
embroiled in terrorist attacks against Irish Catholics. 


It is believed the evidence may relate to the “Blowpipe 
fiasco” of 1989, when South African diplomat "aniel 
Storm and three Irishmen, including Noel Lyttle, a 
leader of the loyalist Ulster Resistance, were arrested in 
Paris while allegedly negotiating a deal to give South 
Africa parts of the British Blowpipe missile in exchange 
for weapons to loyalists. 


The Cameron Commission is limited by its terms of 
reference to the investigation of arms deals only after 
February 1990, meaning the Blowpipe deal could tech- 
nically not be considered by Cameron, were it an isolated 
incident. 


But it is understood there is evidence that the nature of 
contacts between loyalists and Armscor—and in fact a 
wider network with elements the likes of British military 
intelligence operatives, former Rhodesian Selous Scouts, 
South African rightwingers and South African security 
forces members—would have been such that it con- 
tinued well after the botched 1989 deal. 


Former security police Viakplaas commander Eugene de 
Kock, who is on trial on more than 120 charges ranging 
from murder to illegal arms possession, is known, for 
example, to have maintained strong Irish contacts. 


A Sinn Fein spokesman this week said: “There was a 
loyalist connection to South Africa. I can see no reason 
why it would suddenly have terminated after 1990.” 


He pointed to the Blowpipe deal and a 1987 consign- 
ment of South African weapons, which included rifles 
and RPG rocket launchers, part of which was confiscated 
by police. A BBC programme in 1989 claimed that while 
police found weapons destined for the Ulster Defence 
Association, the Ulster Resistance kept theirs. 


The Sinn Fein spokesman said terrorist actions by the 
loyalist groupings had increased significantly in the 
1980s after they had apparently been re-armed by South 
Africa. 


Should proof arise of post-1990 dealings between Arm- 
scor and the loyalists, the question remains whether the 
Cameron Commission will be able to investigate these. 


This may mean a battle to widen the scope of the 
commission, which was appointed by Defence Minister 
Joe Modise late last year to investigate all irregular 
post-February 1990 Armscor to deals, but which to date 
has concentrated mainly on last year’s aborted shipment 
of AK-47 and G3 rifles to Yemen.

How do you interpret the current U.S. stance following 
the Clinton administration’s recent statement? 


[Savimbi] The White House statement is reflected in the 
letter which President Bill Clinton's assistant for security 
sent to be delivered to me here and in which he shows 
some concern about developments in Angola. Through 
reports which he has had, Clinton is afraid that the 
process may be running off the rails. But I had a lengthy 
discussion with the U.S. ambassador who came here 
with his staff, and my conviction is that there are 
grounds for the U.S. concern. 


There was very considerable progress, and my own 
words are confirmed by UN representative Alioune 
Beye, who asserted today that there has been significant 
progress this week. It must also be realized that the 
process is complex. The war lasted a long time, and the 
progress which is being made is solid progress, but I do 
not believe that there is cause for the concern that 
somebody may wish to derail the process. This is my 
impression. 


[Antunes] Do you note any changes in the Clinton 
administration’s attitude to the Angolan problem? 


[Savimbi] Of course there are, because, as everybody 
knows, UNITA has been supported by the Republicans, 
and the Republicans have regained control of Congress. 
I am in touch with them. There is now a balance which 
we perceive. President Clinton, perhaps because he was 
unacquainted with the problem of Angola, adopted 
stances somewhat more opposed to UNITA. 


But, with the Republican majority in Congress, there is a 
balance which we perceive. We are even trying to make 
Congress aware, so that it will unfreeze funds for the 
peace process in Angola. 


“I believe in this balance and in U.S. pressure” 


[Antunes] Is there also more thorough monitoring by the 
Americans on the ground? 


[Savimbi] Yes, there is indeed also progress in the 
monitoring on the ground. The truth is that you must not 
burn your fingers in a situation such as this. I cannot say 
that there cannot be setbacks here and there, but there is 
quite a strong conviction on our part at least that the 
agreements will be able to succeed. On the government’s 
part, I do not believe that it would benefit from begin- 
ning the war again and being penalized by inter..ational 
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«pinion. All this leads me to believe not only in this 
balance and in the U.S. pressure, but also in :eal condi- 
tions on the ground. 


If we said that the Angolan people are weary of the war, 
we would perhaps not be telling the truth, because the 
people never waged the war. T..2 war’s protagonists are 
political parties and armies. The point is that the war 
here lasted long enough for the leaders to be minded to 
seek viable solutions. The Luanda protocol is a means to 
enable us to make Angolan society viable. 


[Antunes] And how couid the blue helmets’ coming to 
Angola be viewed? Do you believe that they would be a 
stabilizing force? 


[Savimbi] Philosophically, I believe that Angolans 
should be mature enough to resolve their problems 
themselves. Since that is not the case, it is not the case. 
The most important thing now is that that there be 
somebody who can help Angxians resolve their prob- 
lems, and so I am in favor of the biue helmets coming. I 
have even telephoned and written to my friends who are 
in the U.S. Congress, so that they will be able to 
accelerate this process, because Americans pay between 
30 and 40 percent of the expenditure on the peace- 
keeping forces.

FAA forces have been carrying out offensive actions 
almost throughout the country, contrary to the spirit of 
the Lusaka Protocol. According to military sources, 
government troops ai Seles, Cuanza Sul Province, have 
been carrying out terror actions against civilians in the 
wards of Tumba, Ngulonga, Tambi, (Venjo), (Elondo), 
(Capacelo), (Tangondo), Enda, and (Capindo). During 
this terror campaign, about 400 youths have been kid- 
napped to be press-ganged into FAA ranks. 


The FAA General Staff aiso continues to deploy troops 
and war materiel in different provinces. Reliable sources 
report that tanks and 200 members of the Rapid Inter- 
vention Police were deployed in the city of Malanje 
recently. 


Meanwhile, in Huila Province, FAA forces continue to 
carry out actions contrary to the ongoing peace process. 
Government forces from Caluquembe attacked UNITA 
troops in Calete and stole 250 head of cattle. In this same 
region, there is major logistical movement along the 
Natala-Cunene road aimed at launching offensive 
act‘ons in areas under UNITA control. 


Three people were killed yesterday and eight others 
wounded when government troops carried out a treach- 
erous attack in Cunene Province.

{[Matola}] What was the party’s philosophy during your 
mandate? 


(Ululu] I cannot speak of a philosophy, because it was a 
period of transition. We simply opted for strict adher- 
ence to the General Peace Accord. 


[Matola] Was or is Renamo a united party? 


{Ululu] Renamo has always been a united political and 
military movement. I say a political and military move- 
ment, because we see it as an instrument to emphasize 
our views. We did not abandon this unity even after we 
transformed into a political party. 


[Matola] You say Renamo is a united political party, but 
how do you explain the existence of countless factions— 
for example, the Kenya, Lisbon, Maringue, and the city 
factions—in its midst? 


[Ululu] My party has never had the factions you are 
referring to. I will agree with you if you talk about 
representatives or Mozambicans who shared the same 
ideals of my party! Countless Mozambicans scattered 
throughout the world, in countries like Brazil, Portugal, 
and Kenya, have joined our party because they disagreed 
with Frelimo [Mozambique Liberation Front]. 


[Matola] When you arrived in Maputo in 1992, you were 
perceived by local political circles as the movement’s 
No. 1. You were accountable for everything. After all, 
you were the secretary general. Meanwhile, your image 
was gradually obfuscated by other people. Would you 
like to explain the reason for that? 


[Ululu] Well, I have never been Renamo’s No. !. The 
No. | is President Dhlakama. I do not actually under- 
stand what you mean by my image being gradually 
obfuscated. What I can say is that we entered Maputo 
with clear and specific missions to accomplish. I came to 
Maputo as the party’s secretary general, and there were 
certain people who came here to head the commissions 
that had been created. I think you are referring to Raul 
Domingos, who led the most important commission of 
all. That commission was set up in the context of the 
Rome accord. It is important to keep in mind that our 
party has a hierarchy, with the Congress at the top, 
followed by the National Council, the secretary general, 
and then the departments. The secretary general coordi- 
nates all the departments. 


[Matola] What I mean was that you were accused by 
members of your party of being an extremely quiet 
person who allowed all sorts of irregularities within the 
party. Worse still, the departments did not function, as 
was publicly claimed by young Renamo dissidents who 
ended up creating the Salvation Front, Fresa. 


[Ululu] I categorically deny that the departments did not 
function. Those individuals are children who have no 
say within the party. The press paid undue attention to 
that gang of kids. 
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[Matola] Renamo officials have often issued contradic- 
tory statements on a given issue. For example, Deputy 
Manuel Pereira recently made statements that were 
immediately denied by the party president. What does 
this mean? 


[Ululu] It is easy to draw conclusions, because, as you 
know, people can interpret things differently. But let me 
stress that our party has no plan to divide the country. 
After all, we believe that Mozambique stretches from the 
Rovuma River to the Maputo River. It is the people who 
think Fre!i‘no is usurping power. 


{[Matola] Renamo has demanded control over several 
areas, even though the election results were quite clear as 
to who should rule the country. I could mention Cher- 
ingoma as one example. 


{Ululu] There is something that should be made clear 
once and for all: Things must be controlled politically 
and administratively. For instance, Cheringoma, or any 
other district we won, is where we have political control. 
Administrative control is in the hands of the state. The 
government’s “trick” is that it does not want to accept 
that in those areas, and others previously under Renamo 
jurisdiction, there were administrators, hospitals and 
nurses, schools and teachers. The government wants to 
dismantle everything we put in place to make people 
believe that Renamo did not control anything. The state 
wants to create more unemployment and disgrace the 
people further. 


{[Matola] What do you mean when you say Renamo 
controls the regions politically? 


{Ululu] I mean that we won the elections by an over- 
whelming majority in several constituencies—the largest 
constituencies. I mean that our representatives in those 
constituencies are very popular. I also mean that the 
number of people who still say, “Long live Frelimo,” is 
very small or next to nothing. That is what I mean by 
political control. From an administrative standpoint, the 
state must take into account the officials that are in place, 
even in those areas where we were not in full control. 


{Matola] Was there any control over parity funds during 
your mandate? 


{Ululu] There is administrative control, but Renamo 
never had the funds to be controlled in the manner to 
which you have referred. 


[Matola] I would like to point out that there many 
instances in which several party members were criticized 
for the manner in which party funds were being spent by 
the Maputo staff [preceding word in English]. 


[Ululu] That is not true, b.ause Renamo is not 
restricted to Sekou Toure Avenue, its headquarters, as 
many people might think. Renamo is a huge organiza- 
tion with tentacles that stretch to all parts of the country. 
Renamo headquarters footed the bill for the activists 
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who operated throughout the country. I do not see how 
there could have been money left over to appease the 
whims of officials. That is false. 


{Matola] Are you disappointed about having been 
replaced? 


{Ululu) When a person is appointed to a senior position, 
we in Renamo do not regard it as a demotion, let alone 
a dismissal. It is merely a transfer. I have already served 
in Renamo’s Departments of Education and Culture, 
Internal Administration, and Information, to name a 
few. We never falter. We are always on ready to meet the 
party’s demands. 


Renamo Criticizes Frelimo Performance in 
Nampula

ment and the Mozambique National Resistance 
[Renamo] have been trading accusations in Nampula 
Province. The results of the October 1994 elections are 
being poorly interpreted by traditional leaders in some 
administrative areas near the provincial capital. The 
Nampula Municipal Council chairman found this when 
he recently toured the administrative areas of (Nan- 
tikire), Napipime, Namicoque, and Mwala on the out- 
skirts of the provincial capital. 


According to a report from the city of Nampula received 
at the Radio Mozambique news desk, the traditional 
leaders favor Renamo and force the people to report 
their problems only to traditional leaders. The structures 
in those wards also say the traditional leaders forbid the 
people from attending meetings chaired by government 
officials. 


Nampula Municipal Council Chairman (Ichaque Abdul 
Tarek) has provided extensive explanations on the elec- 
toral process to the people. He pointed out that the 
elections were won by President Joaquim Chissano and 
his party, the Mozambique Liberation Front [Frelimo]. 
Reports have been making the rounds in the last few 
days that Renamo has tried io hinder governing in those 
areas where it picked up most of the vote. Those people 
also have expressed concerns relating to an ever- 
increasing crime rate and the [word indistinct] of certain 
Republic of Mozambique Police [PRM] agents who 
prefer to settle problems on the basis of bribes. Despite 
such irregular behavior, the people concede the PRM has 
done some work. 


This week, Renamo protested the rising crime rate in the 
city of Nampula and asked the government to provide 
explanations. Renamo also said the growing crime rate 
parallels the police force’s growth. The Renamo political 
branch for Nampula Province noted that the govern- 
ment should do everything in its power to reduce pockets 
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of crime, thus justifying the police force’s growth. In its 
note, Renamo insists Frelimo should talk less and imple- 
ment the promises it made during the electoral campaign.

Governor Rosario Mualeia, who has promised he will 
implement the program the Mozambique Liberation 
Front [Frelimo] Party presented in the October 1994 
elections, has accused the Mozambique National Resis- 
tance [Renamo] of hindering government in those dis- 
tricts where it picked up most of the vote. In an interview 
he granted SAVANA newspaper, the new governor of 
Nampula Province said he advised districts administra- 
tors in his province to enter into constructive dialogue 
and work closely with the opposition. With regard to the 
long standing problem of famine in Memba District, it 
was with frustration that Governor Mualeia said there is 
no solution in sight yet. 


[Silva] Governor Mualeia: What does your governance 
program provide for? 


{Mualeia] I will give priority to the implementation of 
the program the Frelimo Party presented at the elections. 
In practice, that program covers all sectors, including 
agriculture and education. Our aim is to extend the 
schooling network to the rural areas and increase the 
number of higher education institutions in the province. 


[Silva] How do you plan to settle the problem of potholes 
in the city of Nampula? They grow by the day. 


{Mualeia] For that we have a program that I call “tradi- 
tional filling of potholes.” It is a local program to be 
implemented by local entrepreneurs. [passage omitted] 


[Silva] Has money been made available for that purpose? 


{Mualeia} Well...no, I cannot say there is enough money, 
but the provincial government has received some money 
so it can carry out small tasks. [passage omitted] 


I have information that next year we will get some 
foreign financing but we want to start filling the holes in 
the city’s streets and avenues before that money gets 
here. 


[Silva] You have toured some districts in the last few 
weeks. What message have you conveyed to the people? 
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[Mualeia] My message is that the president of the 
Republic told me when I was sworn in that I must enter 
into dialogue with all opposition forces so the govern- 
ment can implement the program it presented to the 
electorate. I talk to the people about the specific prob- 
lems in each area, national reconciliation, and the 
importance of keeping peace alive. If I visit a district 
greatly affected by war, my priority is to tell the opposi- 
tion—particularly Renamo—that it must drop its insub- 
ordinate approach because we are all answerable to the 
same national flag. In the other areas, as I have said, I 
draw attention to the importance of national reconcilia- 
tion and keeping peace alive. 


[Silva] Which common problems did you come across in 
the districts you visited? 


[Mualeia] I have toured only a few districts so far, but I 
have noticed that famine is a problem. Health and 
education infrastructure is being rehabilitated. Another 
problem I have come across is that Renamo does not 
allow people to move from their former areas to the 
district capitals. Renamo authorities in those areas pro- 
mote feelings of territorial division, thereby hindering 
governance at those levels. 


With a view to putting an end to such behavior, I have 
recommended to district administrators that they work 
more closely with Renamo so constructive dialogue can 
be established that will lead to a healthy understanding 
between the two sides. 


To begin with, the education sector has the problem that 
the teachers the government has placed in areas formerly 
controlled by Renamo will not be working. This problem 
could have extremely serious consequences for the 
people. What is more, nongovernmental organizations 
now say that as of next year they will not give any more 
assistance to people in those areas, but will allow the 
Mozambican Government take over those responsibili- 
ties. Should Renamo continue to prevent the free move- 
ment of people in those areas, a problem that is made 
worse by unusable roads, the government will not give 
them any assistance, either. 


[Silva] Your criticism concerning the Republic of 
Mozambique Police’s [PRM] poor performance were not 
very well received by the PRM Command for Nampula 
Province. How do you see this situation? 


{Mualeia] I do not have much to say on this subject. 
Officially, I have not been told anything, but I have 
heard that my criticism was poorly understood and that 
people are beginning to comment. Be that as it may, I 
have talked with the PRM provincial commander and, 
contrary to what the press reported at the time, his 
reaction was not negative. I said nothing new concerning 
the PRM. The people talked about the poor treatment 
they received at the hands of the officers of law and 
order. In response to those complaints, ) promised I 
would broach the subject when I met the PRM provin- 
cial commander. That is what I did. 
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I did not feel the PRM had any resentment against me 
when I talked with the PRM provincial commander. 
Obviously, the press is free and its reports always make 
a problem more than it really is.

‘Merit’ Said Not an Issue in Cabinet Reshuffle

power in the hands of the President and the ousting of 
those in the top three positions in the Ministry of 
Environment and Tourism are two of the main talking 
points following Monday’s Government reshuffle. 


President Sam Nujoma announced the changes after 
several weeks of intense speculation which fuelled inse- 
curity at the top levels of Government. Some aspects of 
the reshuffle are incomprehensible, others have people 
puzzled. Merit does not seem to have played a part in 
some of the positions which were changed and others 
which were left unchanged. 


On the one hand ‘dead wood’ who should have been 
removed remain in their positions while others with 
talent and potential have been sidelined or completely 
eliminated. 


It is clear that one of those whose star is on the rise is new 
Finance Minister, Helmut Angula, who also takes on the 
technical side of the National Planning Commission— 
together making up a very powerful portfolio. 


Among those who have disappeared entirely are Nico 
Bessinger, former Fnvironment and Tourism Minister, 
who is said to t.ave turned down an alternative offer of 
Ambassador to Japan, and former Attorney-General 
Hartmut Ruppel. It is not known whether the President 
took into account their popularity in the ranks of 
SWAPO [South-West African People’s Organization] 
before removing them but he did so, while others, who 
hardly made it onto the lists at all, have been given posts 
as high as deputy minister. 


Ruppel is reported to have been offered a position 
equivalent to deputy minister in the Office of the Prime 
Minister, which he refused as he is reportedly said to 
oppose further expansion of Government structures, 
especially for the sake of accommodating someone who 
has been ousted from another position. Deputy Justice 
Minister was also offered to him, which he also turned 
down. Replacing this SWAPO stalwart as Attorney- 
General is SWANU [South-West African National 
Union] member, Vekuii Rukoro. 


Dr Zed Ngavirue, former Director of the National Plan- 
ning Commission, is also out and is said to have 
accepted a diplomatic posting to Brussels. 
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The President himself has taken on an additional port- 
folio, namely that of Home Affairs, a post which is said 
to have been turned down by Trade and Industry Min- 
ister, Hidipo Hamutenya. While it is well known that the 
President is concerned about the rising crime rate, 
political analysts and observers feel he may not only be 
biting off more than he can chew, but also be centralising 
more power in himself. His taking on this Ministry will 
probably pose the first headaches for the new Attorney- 
General, since any Minister is supposed to be account- 
able on the floor of the legislature (National Assembly) 
for his decisions. 


Home Affairs and Police is seldom a popular Ministry in 
any government and the President will have to crack 
down hard on crime to diminish it. This will not endear 
him to his support base, and if he fails to curb the crime 
rate his entire reputation and career could be placed on 
the line. 


Added to this, is the fact that he not only takes over the 
police, but also issues such as passports, customs and 
excise, that go along with it. Constitutionally and legally 
this move may create problems apart from the question 
as to whether the President has time for this at all. 


The former incumbent Home Affairs Minister, 
Hifikepunye Pohamba, previously seen by many as a 
likely successor to the President, has however, received a 
somewhat sideways, perhaps even downwards move, to 
Fisheries, which appears to have diminished in impor- 
tance with fish resources a scant commodity at present. 


Former Finance Minister Gert Hanekom is still smiling 
after his downwards posting from Finance to Environ- 
ment and Tourism. 


The removal of the incumbent former Minister Bess- 
inger, his deputy, Ben Ulenga (transferred to Local 
Government and Housing in the same position), and 
permanent secretary Hanno Rumpf (transferred to 
Trade and Industry in the same position), is seen as a 
political move, especially with the appointment of 
Nangolo Ithete as deputy to Hanekom. 


Ithete goes to the very Ministry which pursued him in 
respect of alleged violations concerning the ostrich trade, 
and this in itself may have repercussions within that 
Ministry. 


Walvis Bay Mayor Manuel de Castro is said to have 
turned down an offer to take over as Minister of Trade 
and Industry to give him time to consolidate Walvis Bay 
and the EPZ [Export Processing Zone]. For the time 
being Hidipo Hamutenya remains in the post. 


Certain Ministers rumoured to have been in the firing 
line, have been retained with their powers somewhat 
trimmed. Perhaps as a result of consultation with his 
constituency in the north, the President, among others, 
retained Minister of Health and Social Services, Dr 
Nickey lyambo, who now has another ‘special advisor’ in 
the form of Dr Marcus Shivute. 
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Minister of Justice, Ngarikutuke Tjiriange, has also been 
retained, for the time being with out a deputy. 


Education Minister Nahas Angula lost half of his port- 
folio with the splitting of his Ministry into Tertiary 
Education (which he now heads) and Basic Education 
and Culture, which has been taken over by John 
Mutorwa, with Clara Bohitile as his deputy. 


Minister Angula is said to have been none too pleased 
with the move which will ensure that he works more 
Closely with the Vice- Chancellor of the University of 
Namibia, Peter Katjavivi, with whom he has not been on 
the best of terms. 


Marco Hausiko has been moved from Works and Trans- 
port, making way for new Minister Hampie Plichta, and 
Hausiko’s portfolio of Prisons and Correctional Services 
seems hardly a job in itself. 


Another newcomer, whom nobody seems to know, is 
Sara Kaakongelwa, reportedly still in her mid-twenties, 
as Director-General of the National Planning Commis- 
sion [NPC], although it appears she has less power than 
her predecessor, Dr Zed Ngavirue. 


National Planning will now partly resort under the 
Ministry of Finance, a move which swells Minister 
Helmut Angula’s portfolio, and making his one of the 
most powerful positions in the Cabinet. 


However, the new NPC Director General will operate 
from the President’s office, and it is not clear how the 
permanent secretary of Finance, Godfrey Gaoseb, will 
work with new National Planning permanent secretary, 
Andrew Ndishishi, and this situation seems confused to 
say the least. 


Kaakongelwa’s appointment and the decision to hand 
over the NPC to Finance is said to have sent shockwaves 
through Commission staff and sections of the donor 
community. 


The removal of the talented and efficient Nama Goabab 
as permanent secretary of the Planning Commission to 
deputy permanent secretary to Cabinet is also a move 
which has fuelled discussion. 


In the cases of National Planning and Environment and 
Tourism, there are few previous incumbents who remain 
to ensure any continuity in those portfolios, except 
perhaps at deputy permanent secretary level. 


The Labour Ministry too, sees new blood in the form of 
SWAPO Secretary-General, Moses Garoeb as the new 
Minister, and unionist John Shaetonhodi as his deputy. 
Although it has been said Garoeb will retain his SWAPO 
post, it is hard to see how he can do justice to two 
full-time positions. 


Former Labour Minister, Hendrik Witbooi, moves to 
the newly- filled post of Deputy Prime Minister, per- 
ceived as a ‘figurehead’ position, while his former 
deputy, Hadino Hishongwa, moves to the same position 
in Lands.

Replacing Defence Minister Peter Mweshihange, who 
has reportedly retired, is Phillemon Malima, in what is 
regarded as a positive move. 


Foreign Affairs, Youth and Sport and Agriculture, Infor- 
mation and Broadcasting and Mines and Energy are 
among the few Ministries to have emerged unscathed 
from the reshuffle. 


The reshuffle effectively resulted in the of two additional 
Ministries (with the split in Education and Home 
Affairs), a swelling of personnel in the Office of the 
Prime Minister, including a Deputy Prime Minister, 
several special advisor posts—generally a move not in 
keeping with Government’s stated intention to rationa- 
lise, but seen to be justified by SWAPO’s two-thirds 
majority in the recent elections. It is not yet known what 
the financial repercussions of the reshuffle will be for the 
taxpayers of Namibia.

On resettlement, President Mugabe admitted that the 
process has taken long, but expressed the hope that more 
land will be acquired to continue with the resettlement 
program.

He castigated the Harare City Council for not improving 
the city’s infrastructure and the environment. President 
Mugabe also announced that mayors and chairmen of 
cities and towns will be elected as executives, and will be 
required to work as full-time employees to help develop 
cities and towns. 


Earlier the president warned candidates who will be 
voted into Parliament that the government will not 
hesitate to ask them to resign if they are incompetent. He 
was speaking at (Mutoko) growth point during his first 
leg of a series of campaigns throughout the country. 


Comrade Mugabe called for ZANU-PF supporters to 
vote for their candidates, regardless of whether they 
voted for them during the past primary elections or not. 
The president said he is aware that there were a few 
irregularities during the primary elections which could 
not be rectified immediately. He said the government is 
planning to make the construction of dams in rural areas 
a major priority. 


Opposition Said Too Weak To Stop Polls

ties threatening to boycott general elections due at the 
beginning of April have legitimate complaints but have 
left it too late and are too weak to stop the polls, political 
analysts have said. 


The analysts said eight parties, which last Sunday [26 
February] threatened to boycott the polls unless amend- 
ments were made to electoral laws allegedly favouring 
President Mugabe’s ruling ZANU (PF) [Zimbabwe 
African National Union-Patriotic Front] party, had left 
it too late. 


“They should have made their demands earlier, a year 
before the elections. Now I think it’s too late,” said Uni- 
versity of Zimbabwe political scientist Solomon Nkiwane. 


“Even if the government were in a position to consider 
such a request it comes virtually at the time of the 
elections, making the timing of the whole thing wrong,” 
he said. 


The opposition parties said they wanted the constitu- 
tion—which they complained gave “‘excessive powers” 
to Mugabe—revamped to level the political playing field. 


They said constitutional provisions allowing Mugabe to 
appoint 30 members of parliament to the 150-seat 
assembly, gave Mugabe's party an unfair advantage. 


Under that provision, they said, ZANU PF would need 
to win only 46 of the 120 seats under contest, or only 38 
percent of the vote, to retain parliamentary control. 
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They were also unhappy that Mugabe alone had the right 
to appoint officials to the Election Supervisory Commis- 
sion, charging that he was filling it with his own sup- 
porters who could not be impartial during the polls. 


“It 1s a legitimate complaint because the electoral system 
is grossly uneven and biased towards the ruling party,” 
said political analyst John Makurmbe. 


The opposition parties said boycotting the elections was 
the only way they could get the government to address 
these grievances as it had ignored calls in the past to do 
so. 


But the analysts said they had miscalculated, as ZANU 
PF would proceed with the elections with or without 
them. 


“ZANU PF has always held elections whether or not 
other parties participated. By boycotting, the opposition 
will give the election results freely on a platter to ZANU 
PF,” Nkiwane said. 


Political analysts said lack of unity—one of the main 
weaknesses—among opposition parties could also make 
the boycott ineffective, noting the absence of three 
parties from Sunday’s multi-party meeting. 


The Zimbabwe Unity Movement led by leftist firebrand 
Edgar Tekere and Ndabaningi Sithole’s small right-wing 
ZANU-Ndonga say they will contest the elections while 
the Forum Party of Zimbabwe led by former Chief 
Justice Enoch Dumbutshena wants them postponed 
until its grievances are addressed. 


ZANU PF, which has ruled Zimbabwe since indepen- 
dence from Britain in 1980 and holds 147 seats, is widely 
tipped to drub the opposition.

Front] Party looks set to win the elections scheduled to 
be held in two weeks’ time. ZANU already has 53 
uncontested parliamentary seats from a total of 120, but 
in other constituencies ZANU-PF will be challenged by 
erstwhile ZANU-PF stalwarts. MP (Margaret Donga) is 
widely believed to be the most outspoken among them. 
She has accused ZANU-PF of corruption and attempting 
to rig the selection of candidates. In response, ZANU has 
suspended her from the party. So, Mrs. (Donga) is 
standing as an independent in Harare South against her 
long time friend and ZANU contender, (Vivian Muash- 
ita). On the line to Harare, Jackie Chambers asked Mrs.

[Begin recording] ((Donga)] I tried to stand for the party, 
even being one of the, as they say, outspoken. Some 
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people have branded me as a radical, an outspoken person, 
a controversial person. And I was not surprised, in actual 
fact, on the irregularities and anomalies which took place 
during my primary elections, because it is something 
which had been planned well in advance—even efforts to 
remove the outspoken people in Parliament. 


[Chambers] Your opposition, your opponent, (Vivian 
Muashita)—I believe you used to be colleagues in 
ZANU-PF. Now she has called you cowardly for with- 
drawing from the primaries, and she says you pulled out 
because you thought you would lose. Is that the case? 


[(Donga)] No, the case in actual fact...[pauses] | wanted 
the truth to come out. Had I stood in the elections, there 
is no way they could beat me, because it was not my 
decision to boycott. It was the decision of the whole 
constituency that I represent, which in actual fact had 
almost [as heard] three districts which were supposed to 
go for the primary elections, apart from the fictitious two 
districts that they had included. So with those three 
districts, I would have won the primaries. 


But the fact of the matter is, enough is enough. People 
should know the truth of what is happening. Had I won 
the elections, nobody would know that there are all these 
dirty tricks within our own party. As a ruling party, we 
should set an example. Remember, the primaries is only 
a handful of people. For example, she won by 233 votes, 
and the constituency is 37,000 people. 


[Chambers] Why did you decide to fight this alleged 
corruption from outside the party, rather than inside? 
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{(Donga)] I have been talking corruption within the party 
because being a member of Parliament and representing 
people in the chamber was part of the duty that I was 
supposed to be doing, and I was doing it right in 
Parliament. The same way I speak in the Central Com- 
mittee is the same way I speak in Parliament and the 
same way I speak even talking to my public. 


[Chambers] This election is going to be a very contro- 
versial election... 


[(Donga, interrupting)] Very, very, very controversial in 
the sense that right now what is happening is there has 
been an ongoing violence to try and disturb the people, 
threaten them. The truth of the matter is, during my 
term of office in Parliament I made sure that I would 
also educate the people on their political right, the value 
of their vote. And I did a number of political orientation 
exercises and so forth. So I am glad to mention that the 
people that I am representing right now are indeed 
enlightened about politics. They are not yes men all the 
time. They are able to question, to say why and how. 


[Chambers] You condemned the sort of violence that has 
been going on between your own supporters and (Vivi- 
an’s) supporters in this campaign. 


[(Donga)] I have always condemned violence, and I do 
not like violence, because violence does not benefit 
anything at all. (Vivian Muashita) is the best friend of 
my [words indistinct] we cannot break off our friendship 
because of certain people who are selfish. This is what is 
used by selfish politicians who try and use the divide and 
rule method. So, at the end of the day, she will realize 
after the elections that she has been used. [end recording] 
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
